Subject:-Initiation of review of dumping margin and Anti-Dumping Duty imposed on 
Acryiic Fibres originating in or exported from Japan by M/s. Asahi Chemicai 
Industry Company Limited. 


No. 32/1/97-ADD. — M/s. Asahi Chemical Industry Company Limited, Shin-Dai 
Building, 2-6, Dojimahama 1- Chome Kita-KU, Osaka 530, Japan has filed an 
application before the Designated Authority under the Customs Tariff Act, 1975 as 
amended in 1995 and Customs Tariff (Identification, Assessment and Collection of Apti 
Dumping Duty on Dumped Articles and for Determination of Injury) Rules, 1995 
requesting re-assessment of the dumping margin and anti-dumping duty recommended 
by Designated Authority(referred to as Authority also hereinafter) vide Notification 
No,32/1/97-ADD dated the 24“^ December, 1998 on all exports of Acrylic Fibre by M/s. 
Asahi Chemical Industry Company Limited, Japan. The applicant has filed application 
pursuant to liberty granted by the Authority in para 8 of Notification No. 32/1/97-ADD 
dated the 24*'' December, 1998. 

1. Exporter Involved :- 

The present investigation relates to export of Acrylic Fibre by M/s. Asahi 
Chemical Industry Company Limited, Osaka, Japan. 

2. Initiation of Anti-Dumping Investtgatlon :- 

The Authority conducted Anti-Dumping investigation of Acrylic Fibre from 
Japan, Portugal, Spain & Italy and final findings were notified vide Notification 
No. 32/1/97-ADD dated the 24“' December, 1998. During the course of 
investigation. M/s. Asahi Chemical Industry Company Limited, Japan submitted 
information on “tow” subsequent to verification and subsequent to preliminary 
findings and requested to assess the dumping margin taking “tow” into account. 
In para 8 of the final findings, the Authority decided not to take the information on 
“tow" into account due to reasons specified therein. The exporter was 
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however, granted liberty to file information separately and request for separate 
assessment. The exporter has now submitted information and requested for 
the re-assessment. The Customs Tariff Act, 1975 as amended in 1995 and 
the Rules made thereunder empowers the Authority to review, from time to 
time, the need for the continued imposition of Anti-duty recommended. 
The applicant has furnished sufficient prima-facie evidence that the dumping 
margin assessed earlier by tuft Authority require re-assessment and argued that 
the Anti-Dumping duty recommended by the Authority on the goods exported by 
the applicant is required to be re-assessed. 

3. The Authority being satisfied that there is a need for review of'anti-dumping duty 
on exports of Acrylic Fibre by M/s. Asahi Chemical Industry Company Limited, 
Japan considers that the anti-dumping duty imposed by the Central Government 
in pursuance to the recommendations made by the Authority vide Notification No. 
32/1/97-ADD dated the 24'*’ December, 1998 on exports of Acrylic Fibres by M/s. 
Asahi Chemical Industry Company Limited needs to be reviewed at this stage. 

4 Having decided to review the final findings notified vide Notification No.32/1/97- 
ADD dated the 24"’ December, 1998 with regard to M/s. Asahi Chemical 
Company Industry Limited, the Authority hereby initiates investigations to review 
the need for continued imposition of the Anti-Dumping Duty on all exports of 
Acrylic Fibres by M/s. Asahi Chemical Company Industry Limifed in accordance 
with the Rules supra. The scope of investigation shall be limited to re¬ 
assessment of dumping margin and anti-dumping duty of M/s. Asahi Chemical 
Company Industry Limited, Japan in view of information furnished now wherein 
“Acrylic tow” is also included., 

5. Period of Inveatlgation:- 

The period of investigation for the purpose of the present review is 1®' April, 1996 
to 31®'March, 1997. 

6. Submisaion of Information :- 

Tlie exporters and importers known to be concerned and domestic industry are 
being informed separately to enable them to file all information relevant in the 
form and manner prescribed.
